Ing China’e universities carly in 
the war period, After a confer- 
ence with Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek on notional defense in 
1937 Dsoryr teleyraphed the heads 
of 13 schools whose cities detain- 
ed pro-Japanese warplanes, 

He enid “In case yon must flee 
from the invader bring your stu- 
denta and teachers to Chengtu. 
You are most “welcome.” Four 
schools responded, They, were the 
Nanking University with 1,400 
atudenta, Ginling College for Wo- 
men of Nanking which is headed 
by Doctor Yi Fangavu, leading 
Chinese woman delegate to the 
recent San Franciseo conferences, 
with 400 scdems, the Svantuny 
Ohristian University of Tsinan 
with 400, and Yeneching Univer- 
wity of Peiping with 400, 

: MANY CAPTURED 

The host schoel which had 400 
students before the war found it- 
ackf handling 1,300 as the stu- 
donts’ colleves closed by war flood- 
ed ‘Chengtu. 

Many students and teachers 
walked to reach Chenetu, Some 
netually crossed the Japanese 
front lines. , Many were cuptured 
but most arnived. There was 
pitifully lite equipment and few 
books for so-many. President 
Dsang of the host school ordered 
everything to be shared. ‘ 

The problem of overcrowding 
wits mot by longer classroom per- 
iods, combined classes and inter- 
thanra of students — between 
rohvols, There were many hard- 
ships but no college: catrse was 
abandoned and pencetime educa- 
tional reauirements were main- 


tained, 

The host ,school supplied the 
classrooms, laboratories and col- 
lero grounds, The suost schools 
begnme responsibe for their own 
student dormitories. Five schools 
maintained individual identities 
hut some students took classes 
from all five. 

Recognising. China's xtreme 
needs for educated men and wo- 
men, the Genernlissimo oydered 
the Army not to draft students 
from Chenaztu, Many volunteered 
for the Army but the bulk of the 
student body remaind comolete. 

PREQUENT ‘RAIDS 

Overcrowding and Inck of gauip- 
ment were not the only problems 
the eduentors had ty face. Wars 
planes bombed Chenctu frequent 
ly especinily during bhe watly dava 
of.the war. Fontunately the main 


buildings were  undamaged—al- 
though one ugexploded bomb ts 
wtill buried in tho West Union 
campus a few yards from the Ad- 
ministration building. One’. girl 
student was killed by a bomb 
while on a first aid mission into 
the city, Others were injured. 


The peacetime problems are ex-, 


tremely sanious, The first tark of 
the guest educators js to prapare 
the old buildings which the Ja- 
panese used during the war for 


reoccupancy. In most cases, in 


Nanking, Peiping and other cities,’ 


the Japanese stripped the interior’ 
equipment. would require 
several million dollars to rppair 
and refurnish the schoo! buildings, 

The transportation of students 
and teachers back to their old 
home is the greatest difficulty, 
President Daang said, The faci- 
lities are extremely short and a 
special effont is being made to ob- 
tain river, road and plane equip. 
ment for the move, Al four 
schools are planning to reopen at 
the regular autumn term. . 

Five schools are involved in the 
Chengtu cooperative experiment 
nll supported by Foreign, Mixsions' 
contributions, Tie host school is 
finuneed by the American Mathod- 
ist and Bantist Missions 8 well 
as by two British and one Oann- 
dian Mission group. More than 
40 American Mission teachers are 
attached to the schools,
